Thaso Two Additions to the United 
States Navjr Will He the Hest Possible 
to Secure. 

New YoBK, March 1ft.— The work on the 
machinery for the e f ul eari Concord and 
Bennington is getting along at a rapid rate, 
and itn quality is certainly very satisfactory. 

The boilers for the Bennington are pi ju'- 
tically fitiishi'd, those for the Concord are 
but little beliind, while the machinery for 
the Bennington needs but the arrival of the 
steel shafta from the West Point foundry to 
liiiish up the work. As soon ns t licse shafts 
arrive and the final work on the I'.eiining- 
ton's engines is completed the niacliiiu-ry 
will be taken off the preeent bod plates to 
make way for the setting up of tho foii ord's 
engine. 

Chief Kiigineer Ashton remarki«d Thurs- 
day that the boilers bad not yet been teste<l 
and he hardly thoui;ht they would lie until 
the machinery was ready for moving. The 
boilers will either be tseted right where 
they stand in the shops or they will be taken 
out Into the Btreet In the teeting of ma- 
chinery for a certain strongth cold water 
is put into the boiler, a flro lighted and 
the preasnro is applied by the expaaaion of 
the water. In the OMa of lb. Torfetowa's 
boilerathe preesura givea Ih. boliMi w 
290 pounds, and thia will vsry Ukaly be the 
pressuN applied to th. boUeraof the Con- 
cord and Beoaington. The eylindsrs will 
lie tested by hydtaoli. naaaua, bat, aa in 
theoasecf tha boflm, tlMf will aotbaaab- 
Jected to the crdsal nW alltiMworicfor 
tha oroiaarB in tha ehop Italaamd. Of 
course the Quintard people ara taking this 
risk oa themailvaa, for aoo. oontaud that 
tba tsating ought to be in keeping with the 
progrem made in the work. But the Qutai- 
tard iron works feel pbrfeotly confident 

Much of til. work, kowwer, baa been 
tested by the naval lai|iMtors from time to 
Ume, h^ng able to do thia by tbm eye. In 
all oases where any flaw was discovered the 
pleMWBaftJeoted,lmt as' the builders have 
evinced as ready a dsaire to detect these 
flaws as the Inspectore, the work has Iks-h 
greatly facilitated. The eccentric straps 
gii ve tlie meet eerious trouble at first, i'iece 
aft^r piece bad to be made liefore a perfect 
one could be obtained, the great majority 
showing when pared down a little on the 
lathe, a crack near the base of tbe collar. If 
the work had been intended for a private 
concern much of the material would have 
been considered satisfactory, but for one of 
the new naval ships nothing but tlie very 
best work could be accepted.
